Some Improvement Noted. 
It is interesting to note that of tie* 
tires tested, in general not more than 
one-half the samples passed the tesi 
requirements, although a general im 
provement was noted during the pe 
riod covered by the tests in the ca>e 
of some tires. 
The publication briefly describes the 
testing machines developed by the ba 
reau for this work.

the danger always present at a grade 
crossing, says the Indiana 
Farmers' 
Guide. 
The grim specter of death is 
lurking near all such places, but how 
many drivers ever think 
of him as they 
approach 
the tracks? 
Few 
drivers 
ever realize their responsibility in this 
matter. 
As a usual thing, not only 
their own lives, hut tlie safety of oth­ 
ers is at stake, 
if every driver would 
only remember that possible nnnihila 
tion awaits his party at each crossing 
and would drive Ids car accordingly,
